This 
means that we still have a lon way 
to go; but I feel that we are actually 
waking up to both our responsibility 
and opportunity to spread the gospel 
of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
and promote the Church of God by 
boosting our publications. Let us keep 
working. 

It has been a pleasure on the part 
of the management here at the Pub- 
lishing House to offer the prizes in 
the contest, and we rejoice over the 
wonderful cooperation that has given 
us the very gracious increase in the 
circulation of the Evangel. But, let us 
remember that the actual goal we 
have set for ourselves is 117,342. This 
means we have 79,262 subscriptions 
yet to secure. This, I am sure, we 
can do, if we continue to work as 
hard, now that the contest for the 
prize is over, as we did during the 
contest. The publications belong to all 
of us, and their circulation can either 
be an honor to us or a reflection on 
us.

The 
memory of her love and 
service to God, my father, 
her 7 children, and all with 
whom she came in contact 
serves as a challenge to me. 





FAITH, HOPE, CHARITY 


Faith is never to be found more definitely in active 
existence than in the heart and life of a mother. Her 
faith is not determined or governed merely by circum- 
stances; the most discouraging, heart-rending and hope- 
blighting circumstances that could surround the object of 
her love, fans into an unquenchable flame her unyielding, 
undying faith. ‘ 

In no relation does faith stand out more prominently in 
a mother than when her lips express faith in her child. No 
matter how many children were born when you were born, 
to your mother you were a grand baby. To some who heard 
your first startled cry, you could have been dispensed with, 
to the quiet and comfort of all, without any noticeable loss 
to the human family; but to your mother and my mother 
who had just passed through the valley of death to presen 
us to our fathers, that cry was more melodious than any 
song sweetest of singers ever sung. To her, the crying, 
whimpering little wad of flesh, blood, and bone was INDIS- 
PENSABLE. In this respect every true mother is a Joche- 
bed, and every child to which she gives birth is a Moses. 

Let the conditions, politically, economically, nationally, 
or domestically, be as unfavorable as you lease, if there 
is genuine love in the wife’s heart for her husband, she is 
happy over the contemplation of becoming the mother of 
his child. Yes, if every king, queen, president, ruler on the 
face of the earth, and black-winged demons in the air, 
should decree the sentence of death on their children at 
birth, commen -oeeree’ mothers would still run the 
gauntlet. Faith, mother-faith, will not only be loyal to 
motherhood in giving to this sin-blighted world of ours 
healthy babies, but will also find a way to protect and 
train them for God and the church. 

Hope against hope, hope upon hope, have been the hopes 
of mothers who have WON and mothers who have lost in 
their heart’s desires and earnest prayers for their children. 
Some have mourned in deep sorrow as did Rachel, to find 
no comfort; others no more deserving, perhaps, have had 
the lines to fall to them in more pleasant places. We need 
go no farther than our neighborhood to find examples 
like this. On one side of your home the Smiths have had 
deep sorrows and almost unbearable grief brought to 
them because of a death notice from the War Department 
stating that their son or daughter had gone down in the 
service of our country. The neighbor looks over the drive- 
way and sees you with all your family too young for mili- 
tary service, as you share laughter, blend your voices in 
song, dine together, and work and play in sweet associa- 
tion. An experience of “bitter-sweets” to them. 

Is the mother hopeless who has surrendered the son in 
battle for a better world? No! She now lives upon the 
memory of the son as‘she saw him in life, and the knowl- 
edge that he, although, poner, never given a medal, was 
and is a hero. Then she is living with another HOPE—God 
grant it—and that HOPE is that her other son or sons will 
not be taken from her heart and home to be a target on 
a battlefield.

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Yes, the hope arising from the hearts of hundreds of 
mothers in our world of gloom was expressed in a request 
by a mother with tear-dimmed eyes: “You know re- 
ceived word a few weeks ago that one of my precious boys 
was killed in action.

Her HOPES do not stop there. No; she is hoping and 
praying that the lovely little home close by, and all the 
homes in the whole wide world will be spared such tragedy 
as has come to her home. Hopes like this maketh not 
ashamed. 

Love is charity, and charity is divine love, and that is 
one characteristic that makes a wife capable of being a 
real mother. No matter how ugly her little babe may be, 
he is pretty and lovely and stands the chance of becoming 
the greatest man in the world, even the president of the 
United States of America. Therefore, every son and every 
daughter is under great responsibility to their mothers 
and should never tire of striving to be the greatest success 
possible, due to the sacrifices they have made for them and 
the pride they take in them.

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Mother’s Influence in the Home and State ++

“Adam called his wife’s name Eve, 
— she was the mother of all liv- 

g:” 

Motherhood means a life of sacri- 
fice often unhonored, but what if that 
life is revealing God? What if it is 
fulfilling some of the functions of the 
cross of Calvary? Is any endurance 
too heavy, any toil too irksome, any 
anguish too keen, if thereby God’s 
heart is unveiled as it never other- 
wise could be? God’s way of building 
up, or rebuilding, a nation calls for 
a mighty leader, a man of faith. In 
the development of such a leader, God 
begins with the family, for the home 
of God’s future leader is the most im- 
portant spot on earth. 


I. Mother’s Influence in the Home 


A house is built of brick, stones, sills. 
posts, and piers, but a home is built o 
living deeds that stand a thousand 
years. A home implies a man who 
works, a woman who is good, a child 
who is taught—the home is a sanc- 
tuary! The world needs Mother more 
than it needs statesmen or poets. Mor- 
al, social, civil, and religious influ- 
ences center about the home. The na- 
tional life will never rise higher or 
fall lower than the home life. 


I am convinced that neither law nor 
gospel can make a nation great with- 
out home authority and example. Par- 
ental neglect is one of the principal 
causes of failure. Our problem today 
is not child delinquency, but delin- 
quent parents. The Pilgrims came over 
here and built log huts and estab- 
lished homes. The men worked, and 
the women taught the children to fear 
and honor God and to keep the home 
fires eee. Today we have nice 
comfortable houses which to live, 
but the man fusses and fumes; the 
mother entertains with bridge parties; 
and the children run loose. 

We have a story in Genesis, the 19th 
chapter, about “the mayor’s wife of 
Sodom.” She belonged to a good fam- 
oy. She was a kindred of Abraham. 
She was part of that select group that 
has given to the world its greatest 
prophets and some of its sweetest sing- 
ers. She was kin to him through whom 
God sent to the world the Saviour. It 
is reasonable to believe that she shared 
the faith of the family. When the altar 
was built, she was there. When prayer 
was said, she was there with her Uncle 
Abraham and her husband, Lot. She 
was a woman of knowledge of God. 
But Lot pitched their tents towards 
Sodom, and into Sodom they came. 
There they og in fame and in 
fortune, and Lot became mayor. Not 
only did Mrs. Lot move into Sodom, 
but she allowed Sodom to move into 
her life, in spite of the pure religion 
which she had been taught. She was 
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brought under the evil spell of the gay 
life of Sodom, and, in spite of all warn- 
ings, she perished, as did the most 
wicked soul in Sodom. She did not 
fail because of her unbelief, for when 
the messengers came with the mes- 
sage of doom for the city, she be- 
lieved them. 

The vast multitudes of Sodom 
scoffed at the message. Even those of 
the immediate family of Mrs. Lot 
found such preaching utteerly ridicu- 
lous. When Lot knocked on the door 
of the house of his sons-in-law and 
said, “Flee for your life,” his warning 
was little more than a stale joke. We 
can hear the amused twitter of those 
sons-in-law across the centuries. 


To our fathers, hell was a fearful 
fact. To the people of today it is little 
more than a joke; it is a tame curse 
word. When people are slightly irri- 
tated, they will call hell into — 
They will tell their friends to go there. 
If the auto won’t crank, they will tell 
it to go there. To the vast majority, 
hell is only a very tame and half lady- 
like swear word. To those who will not 
accept God and His Son, and God’s 
standard of living, hell will be a fear- 
ful fact. Sin means suffering. We fail 
to emphasize the truth that God’s law 
cannot be ignored any more than the 
law of gravitation. Unbelief does not 
change a fact into fiction. Remember 
Lot’s wife. Parental neglect is one of 
the principal causes of failure. You 
can destroy the schools and the 
churches, and they can be rebuilt, but 
if the homes are destroyed, no one 
can rebuild them. 


II. Mother’s Influence in the State 


It is a strange fact that our mothers, 
the molders of the world, should get 
so little credit and should be so sel- 
dom mentioned among the world’s ar- 
chives. The world sees only the suc- 
cessful son. Mother is but a rung in 
the ladder upon which he climbed. Her 
name or face is not often seen in the 
paper, but her son is held up to our 
admiration. Yet, that face in the 
background is that of the one who 
made his success possible. 

The mother of Moses did more for 
this world than did the king who built 
the bs gery When Moses stood at 
the forks of the road and made a de- 
cision which involved the giving up of 
the highest social position in all the 
land of Egypt, it was to pass in one 
step from this high positon, not to a 
lower rank, but to the very lowest. It 
was to cease to be the son of the 
Egyptian princess in order to become 
the son of a Hebrew slave. It also in- 
volved suffering, battles, conflict, and 
tears, _— it was the one whose face 
is in the background that gave him 
his first love and training—a Hebrew 


mother. 

The training of a Luther, a Bunyan, 
a Calvin, or a Lincoln is greater than 
to be a Caesar, a Napoleon, or an 
Alexander the Great. A nation has no 
better friend than the mother who 
teaches her boy to love the Bible and 

ray. The web of this nation is made 
rom the thread spun in the home. 
The world needs young men who are 
courageous, chivalrous, and manly; 
who respect womanhood and hate 
vice; who love work more than wine, 
character more than cash, virtue more 
than vice, and the Bible more than 
billiards. To have young men like that, 
we must have mothers who love God 
and His Word, and her home. 

The world needs girls who form lof- 
ty ideals of womanhood; who think 
more of decency than dress, more of 
cradles than cards; who will be loyal 
wives and fond mothers. The wave of 
lawlessness which has been sweeping 
our land is largely due to lack of con- 
trol in the home. One of the danger- 
ous signs of our time is the curse of 
idle mothers. The world is swarming 
with idle women of middle age whose 
children have gone to college or mar- 
ried, and their husbands are busy and 
away from home part of the time. Now ~ 
they sit around folding their hands, 
joining clubs, signing petitions, mix- 
ing cocktails, and reading best sellers. 
Their frenzy and flutter reveal their 
lack of knowledge, duty to God, and 
duty to their country. 

America must be rebuilt or else go

mothers like Samuel’s mother. Samuel 
was dedicated to God before he was 
conceived, and publicly dedicated to 
the Lord when weaned. This mother 
gave to the world a great leader! 

Carolyn Davis said, “Women are 
door mats, and have been; they keep 
men from going in with muddy feet 
to God.” If two young people ever sing 
the song in life, they must get their 
ideals from a better book than some 
true love magazine, and from a better 
person than some glamor girl on the 
screen. They must talk to a higher 
authority on love than some heart 
throb cialist who writes a column 
in the Sunday newspaper. 

Many women have loaned their 
presence to promote everything except 
morals and religion in their home. 
When a man likes any place on earth 
better than his own home, look out. 
I have no faith in the woman who 
talks of heaven, then makes a hell 
out of her home. Our best defense 
and best fortress is the home. The 
same storm that upsets the ship in 
which the family sails, will sink the 
ship of state. The nation has no better 
friend than the mother who teaches 
her boy to pray.

Middle East 
Nicosia, Cyprus 

Dear Friends: 

The past year has brought about 
so many happenings in these lands 
around the Mediterranean Sea. We 
look on those things as the prophetic- 
al beacon light focusing on the very 
spots where we can expect latter-day 
troubles. In my opinion, the points of 
trouble in these parts will continue to 
be sore spots of the political world un- 
til they become seriously inflamed to 
fulfill prophecy. In short, the turn of 
modern events here, I sincerely believe, 
is shaping the Old World for that 
great and notable day of the Lord. 


New Fields.—Our time is spent in a 
pioneering way in this field. We are 
working toward the establishing of a 
stronghold here in Cyprus, Palestine, 
and Egypt, but calls and open doors, 
as never before, in new fields, keep 
presenting themselves. Last 
Greece was added to this list of open 
doors, and we are anxiously concerned 
about the opportunities there. My vis- 
it last November, to the old cities of 
Athens, Corinth, and Thessalonica, 
where the apostle Paul pioneered, re- 
vealed a wa need for a return of 
the gospel. I have never received a 
greater reception than in Thessalon- 
ica. The people are very friendly. 

Ls ag 9 work in Nicosia is 
gro a It is fast developing from 
that of just a mission. We still oper- 
ate there in a rented building, but 
have outgrown this building and are 
looking for a larger one. We want to 
build a church in Nicosia and should 
like to give you, your church or com- 
munity, the honor of having your 
name inscribed on a name plate as 
the financier. 

If you could have been with us here 
in our New Year’s Eve service, and 
heard the public witnessing for Christ, 
amidst tears, of three young men who 
gave their testimonies about the ex- 
perience of salvation they had re- 
ceived in our services, your heart 
would have felt the passion, as ours 
felt, to go into this place and find 
golden nuggets for God. 

On the 7th of January, Dr. Elwin 
J. Wright, of Boston, Executive Sec- 
retary of Forei Relations for the 
NAE, and Dr. ese of Minneapolis, 
Vice-President of the NAE, arrived 
here on their way around the world 
in a series of conferences promoting 
evangelical fellowship. They held a 2- 
day conference here with evangelical 
leaders of the Middle East, in interest 
of establishing a Bible institute and 
seminary to train the national church 
workers. We feel that this can be a 
great blessing to the mission organi- 
zations. During their visit we rented 
a cinema b ding, and Dr. Reese 
preached 2 nights these public ser- 
vices, which was a great success de-

year — 


spite the severe winter, with rain, 
wind and snow at a hurricane level. 


Palestine.—Immediately after this 
conference, I left for Palestine in in- 
terest of the work there. The plane 
was delayed a day because of the 
weather report of a snowstorm in Je- 
rusalem, but when we did take off 
from Nicosia, we arrived in one hour 
and 40 minutes. The overcast was so 
great that we couldn’t see the city. 
We dropped down over the Dead Sea 
and came back to the Jerusalem air- 
port under the low-hanging clouds. 
Last summer the people of Palestine 
had to buy water because their wells 
were dry, but they are rejoicing this 
year that God has filled their wells 
to overflowing. But this land that 
once flowed with milk and honey is 


not like it once was. There is much 
poverty and gy ee in the 
Jordan Kingdom. One cannot help 
choking up as he beholds the pitiful 
sights. We must include in our mis- 
sion efforts there a considerable ef- 
fort, also, in a benevolent way for the 
people. If you would like to help in 
this needy work, I offer a suggestion 
as to how you may do it: 

a s your cash contributions, 
which, if you send to me, or through 
the Missions Department, we will con- 
vert it into help that can be distrib- 
uted to them in a suitable and use- 
ful way. We cannot help all those 
people, but we feel duty bound to 
help the saints of God as Paul! raised 
help for the poor saints in Jerusalem. 

2. By sending good books, ofa 
sound Christian teaching, preferably 
the type that offers Bible helps. Sec- 
ondhand books will do. We have pre- 
pared a bookcase there in anticipa- 
tion of collecting books for a lending 
library, to help these people in a lit- 
erary way, especially in C tian ed- 
ucation. Your book contribution will

BARBADOS HARVEST FESTIVAL 

While there are always some fruit 
and vegetables in season, the real har- 
vest time is from February through 
June. These festivals are conducted 
for the purpose of raising funds to 
assist with the work of the local 
church. Envelopes are given out to all 
the members and interested friends, 
who give and collect what they can 
and aris it to the service. Then the 
church is decorated appropriately, 
and vegetables and fruit and produce 
of all kinds are given and brought 


from far and wide. These are arranged 
in order, but the service itself is a 
program. (How they love programs in 
the West Indies!) Recitations, solos, 
duets, choir numbers, plays, etc. make 
up a program that usually runs about 
three hours. An offering is received 
which also goes to help with the 
church work. This particular harvest 
festival grossed the church about 
$265. This is being spent on repairs, 
and some is given to other smaller 
churches which cannot as yet meet 
their expenses.—Luke R. Summers.

It 
is altogether probable that there is 
no other person in the Church of God 
more widely known than Alda B. Har- 
rison. Yet, there are still many things 
of note about her personal life that 
are not so generally known. There- 
fore, you will especially enjoy reading 
this brief history of Sister Harrison in 
which she takes you more intimately 
into her life. 

Sister Harrison. was born Nov. 9, 
1877, in Weston, Collin County, Texas, 
a small town at that time. Her father 
was: S. S. Haworth, and her mother 
was Annie Broyles. They were Tennes- 
seans. They moved to Texas searching 
for the end of the rainbow, but in- 
stead of the end of the rainbow, they 
found her. Alda didn’t like Texas, so 
they brought her back to Tennessee, 
and she was reared near Afton, on a 
farm. She says, “I can still see that 
country road leading from my home 
to the little town one mile away, where 
I went with my little basket of eggs

to get me a new dress. At that time 
one dozen eggs would huy enough 
cloth for my dress, and when it was 
made it was as pretty as yours that 
costs you three or four dollars. My, I 
dreamed, as I walked along that coun- 
try road, of finding a large sum of 
money, and as I dreamed I had it all 
spent, and you’d be surprised what 
beautiful things I bought with it— 
beautiful ribbons, lace-trimmed dress- 
es, and oh, well, girls and boys know 
what I’m talking about. Did you ever 
dream? 

“I was reared a Methodist, and 
Methodists, in those days, were much 
like we Pentecostals are today. From 
the time I can remember I was hungry 
for God, and wherever a revival was 
being held I wanted to go, and I was 
one of the first at the altar. But not 
until I was fifteen years of age was 
I ever satisfied. Then I was gloriously 
saved while visiting my sister who was 
in Tusculum College, a Presbyterian 
school, where a revival was being con- 
ducted and where afterwards I at- 
tended school. It was there I met my 
husband, Rev. William E. Harrison, a 
ministerial student. Mr. Harrison 
graduated from this school, and we 
were married in 1900, when I was 
twenty-two. Four children were born 
to this union, Ray, mm William Ed- 
ward, and Mary Elizabeth. Mary Eliza- 
beth spent nine years as instructor in 
Lee College. Ruby is also a teacher, 
and is a Methodist. Ray is in the in- 
vestments business in Knoxville, Tenn., 
and belongs to the Presbyterian 
Church. William Edward went home 
to be hh Jesus when he was ten 
months old, and his home-going was 
the cause of my deep hunger for God 


that led me on into the Pentecostal 
experience.” 

Sister Harrison continues, “I re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
in a meeting near old Durant camp- 
ground in Florida, in 1910, and in 1912 
I joined the Church of God. However, 
as long as my husband was in active 
work, I stood faithfully by him, but 
standing firmly for the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. Four years ago last March, 
God called my husband home. 

“In 1929 God called me into young 
people’s work at the age of fifty-two. 
Many at that age would begin to think 
of retirement, but not so when God 
calls as loudly as He did to me. The 
call and the vision still remain, and 
I am just as much interested in the 
young people today as I was the day 
the call came to me.

“Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, 
saith your God. Speak ye comfortably 
to Jerusalem, and cry unto her that 
her warfare is accomplished, that her 
iniquity is pardoned, for she hath re- 
ceived of the Lord’s hand double for 
all her sins,” Isa. 40:1. 

“For Zion’s sake will I not hold m 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I 
not rest, until the righteousness there- 
of go forth as brightness, and the sal- 
vation thereof as a lamp that burn- 
eth,” Isa. 62:1. 

“And the Gentiles shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy glory,” 
Isa. 62:2. 

How wonderful is the testimony of 
a vagabond Jew, who comes into the 
glorious light of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. I say “vagabond” because so 
many Jews today seem to be wander- 
ing, spiritually. From the beginning 
God did not intend for this to be so. 
His eps, for them yet is to be a bless- 
aes all families of the earth. (Gen. 


Many Jews believed in Jesus, yet 
many failed to see in Him the prom- 
ised Messiah. As so many of them do 
today, they took the Old Testament 
scriptures that there is only one 5 
and did not recognize the fact that 
God was to give them a si and 
send His Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh to shed His blood which has the 
power that the blood of the animal 
sacrifices failed to have, to cleanse 
man’s heart from sin. They say that 
Gentiles serve three Gods—Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost. Yet, in Acts 21:20, 
after Paul saluted the people in Je- 
rusalem and declared particularly 
what things God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by his ministry, James 
and the elders said unto him, “Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of 
Jews there are which believe.” Many 
Christians today do not believe that 
Jews can be saved during this Gen- 
tile dispensation. But God is no re- 
spector of persons. The gospel is still 
to whosoever will. We are told to 
preach it to every creature, and to 
every nation. The Jews are certainly 
creatures, and for three years now 
they have been a nation, with their 
own government. 

Do you want a part in this great 
ministry to the Jews? You have the 
glorious privilege. If you are not 
called to persuade and reason with 
them. ae can pray for them. This is 
a Bible way rosper and have 

eace, for Psa. 122:6, 7, anys. “Pra 
‘or the peace of Jerusalem: they shall 
pr r that love thee. Peace be with- 
in thy walls, and prosperity within 
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oy palaces.” Also, Paul said in Phil. 
4:9, “Those things, which ye have both 
learned, and received, and heard, and 
seen in me, DO! and the God of peace 
shall be with you.” In 1 Cor. 11:1, this 
great apostle said, “Be ye followers of 
me, even as I also am of Christ.” Both 
of these leaders preached to Jews. 

God is still saying to Israel, “All day 
long I have stretched forth my hands 
unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people.” Hath God cast away His peo- 
ple which He foreknew? God forbid. 
They stumbled and fell, and through 
their fall salvation came unto the 
Gentiles to provoke them to jealousy. 
A Jewess once said to a Christian, “O 
I’m so jealous of you, because you 
have such joy and peace in your 
heart, and I do not.” 

The branches were broken off that 
we might be grafted in; if God spared 
not the natural branches, let us take 
heed lest He also spare not us. “Be- 
hold therefore the goodness and se- 
verity of God: on them which fell 
severity; but toward thee, goodness, if 
thou continue in his goodness: other- 
wise thou also shalt cut off. And 
they also, if they abide not still in un- 
belief, shall be graffed in: for God is 
able to graff them in again,” Rom. 
11:22, 23. 

Jews are returning to Palestine from 
the north and south, east and west, 
from ten thousand to twenty-five 
thousand per month. “He who scat- 
tered Israel shall gather him again.” 
They are going to the homeland in un- 
belief, yet has placed missionaries 
to minister His gospel there. More 
than fifty-thousand in Palestine have 
accepted Christ as their Saviour. 

The writer has been witnessing to 
Jews about eight years. This is a bless- 
ed work. I’ve spoken in a number of 
Churches of God on “Jewish Evan- 
gelism,” and many Christians have 
come me, after hearing the mes- 
sages, and declared how God has dealt 
with them to B aig | and talk to Jews 
about Christ. The first Jewess I talked 
to interrupted me time and again with 
these words, “Do you mean to tell me 
those things are in the New Testa- 
ment? Why I never heard of this be- 
fore.” As I left her she asked me to 
go to her rabbi and relate to him what 
I had told her. In less than a week 
a number of Jews met to study the 
New Testament. Later the newspaper 
announced that the pastor of a nom- 
inal church was to speak at the syna- 
fay oe I’m afraid he did not explain 

them the difference in Judaism and 
Christianity. We know there is no name 
given among men whereby we must

be saved, except the name of Jesus. 


Recently, a Jew who would not hear, 
and refused to accept literature, said, 
“Why are you Christians so anxious 
to have us change our religion?” I 
said, “Your Messiah is very soon to 
appear, and unless you learn and 
obey the New Testament you will nev- 
er be able to see Him.” Then he began 
to inquire, and accepted literature and 
a New Testament, and thanked me 
for my interest in him, and promised 
to study all I had given to him. Differ- 
ent Jews have told me that no minister 
or Christian had ever invited them to 
visit their church services.
